Assemblyman McCullough Would Fix 
Cost at 65 Cents — Commissioners 
Would Be Authorized to Super- 
vise Methods of Companies. 


ALBANY, Jan. -Assemblyman McCul- 
lough to-night introduced a bill to regulate 
the price of illuminating gas in New York 
City. The measure provided that 

** No person or ‘corporation in the Borough 
of Manhattan, the Borough of the Bronx, 
the Borough of Brooklyn, the Borough of 
Richmond, or the Borough of Queens, in the 
City of New York, shall ask, demand, or 
receive for illuminating gas a sum to ex- 
ceed 65 cents per thousand cubic feet, and 
such gas shall have an illuminating power 
of not less than twenty-four sperm candles 
of six to the pound, and burning at the rate 
of 120 grains of spemaceti per hour, tested 
mile from 
the place of manufacture by a burner con- 
suming five cubic feet of gas per hour, and 
shall also comply with the standard of puri- 
ty now or hereafter to be established by 
law. And no corporation or person in the 
demand, or receive 
for gas more than 65 cents per 1,000 cubic 
teet. 

‘““The Commissioners of Public Buildings, 
Lighting and Supplies in the said City of 
New York are hereby authorized and em- 
powered and it shall be their duty to in- 
vestigate and supervise the methods, ap- 
pliance and plant of any corporation or 
person engaged in the supplying or 
bution of illuminating gas in said city, and 
to inspect, examine, and prove 
the accuracy of any and all gas meters 
used or intended to be used, for measuring 
or ascertaining the quantity or quality 
illuminating gas furnished by any cor- 
and they shall have the 
investigation instituted by 
them, to subpoenas to summon wit- 
nesses, to compel the production of any 
papers, to administer oaths to the 
subpoenaed, and to do each 
thing necessary for the full and 
complete performance of this act, under 
and in pursuance of any and all ordi- 
nances which may be prescribed and en- 
acted by the Commissioners of Public 
Buildings, Lighting and Supplies. 

“The Commissioners of Public Buildings, 
Lighting and Supplies in the said City 
New York are hereby authorized and 
powered and it shall be their duty 
and enact any and all ordinances that may 
be required or recornmended by the said 
Commissioners of Public Buildings, Light- 
ing and supplies. 

“The Board of Estimate and 
ment is hereby authorized and 
to make provision either by the issue of 
bonds or by the insertion of the amount re- 
quired in the annual tax levy of such city, 
as shall be determined by it for the 
payment of all requisitions that may 
upon the said board by either the 
saia Commissioners of Public Buildings, 
Lighting and Supplies for the necessary ex- 
penses in carrying out the provisions of 
this act. 

“Any corporation or person violating the 
provisions of this act, or the ordinances 
enacted by said board, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion thereof shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $200 or by imprisonment in 
the county jail for a period not exceeding 
thirty days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment.”

BILL TO FACILITATE THE 
DUTIES OF RECEIVERS. 


Senator Elsberg Introduces Measure in 
Accordance with the Governor’s 
Recommendation. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 6.—In accordance 
with Gov. Odell’s recommendation in his 
annual message, Senator E!lsbergintroduced 
te-night a bill to simplify the procedure, 
facilitate the settlement, and reduce the ex- 
pense of receivers on dissolution of moneyed 
corporations. 

The bill provides that whenever the At- 
torney General shall commence an action 
against a moneyed corporation upen the in- 
formation of either the Superintendent of 
Insurance or the Superintendent of Banks 
for the dissolution or sequestration of the 
property or annulment of the charter of a 
corporation formed under or subject to the 
banking or insurance law, and shall be sat- 
isfied that it is unsafe and inexpedient for 
such corporation to continve doing business, 
the Supereme Court may, on his applica- 
tion, in a case provided by law, appoint a 
receiver thereof, and may on such appoint- 
ment grant an injunction restraining such 
corporation from carrying on its business 
until the further order of the court. 

The Court may, in its discretion, dis- 
pense with notice of the application, and 
on granting such an order without notice, 
either for the appointment of a receiver ‘or 


for an injunction, or for both forms of 
relief, the Court shall order that the cor- 
poration so affected shall make return: to 


JANUARY 7, 1902. 


a term of the court, to be held within 
thirty days, why such order shall not be 
made permanent. 
Unless the Court otherwise directs, the 
receiver: so appointed shall be nrade per- 
manent receiver of such corporation, and 
the injunction shall be continued sperma- 
nently. The receiver must take an inven- 
tory and make an appraisal of the assets 
and property of the corporation, and where 
it comes under the provisions of the insur- 
ance law two disinterested appraisers are 
to be named by the Superintendent of In- 
surance, and under the banking law the 
two appraisers are to be named by the Su- 
perintendent of Banks. 
Ten days ave given the appraisers to com- 
plete their work and file their report 
Creditors must be notified to present claims 
within three months after publication of 
notice of court order. The receiver must 
close up all of his accounts within eighteen 
months, and may, if he so desire, file his 
reports at any time after six months subse- 
quent to his appointment Under the pro- 
visions of the law all assets are to be con- 
verted into cash immediately after the fil- 
ing of the receiver's accounts. ; 
| In pending cases where a receiver has 
qualified more than eighteen months before 
the passage of the act and no proceedings 
have been taken for a final settlement of 
his accounts, the Attorney General is di- 
| rected to apply to the Supreme Court for an 
order to show cause why such accounts 
should not be presented and the affairs of 
the corporation settled up.

The reader of this paper has not now to 
learn that here Donizetti's comic operas 
are held in gh esteem. The lightness and 
facility of his touch, the spontaneity of his 
melody, and the atmosphere of 
which seemed to be far more natural to him 
than the shadows of grief, combine to 
his music irresistibly charming in 
work. That it should have been 
soon after the revival of ** Don 
Pasquale ’’ was a happy incident, for the 
fame of Donizetti in this community. The 
Bayard and Saint-Georges is of 
thinnest possible material, but it serves 
to support some sentimental situations and 
furnishes pegs on which to hang some good 
tunes, such as the duet between _ Marie 
and Sulpice, the ** Rataplan’’ and Marie's 
“Covien Parti: and ‘** Quando il 
destino,” to quote the familiar Italian 
words And, furthermore, it affords an 
opportunity for the exhibition of such art 
as that of Mme. Sembrich. 

No words except such as the reader might 
take for hyperbole of the most extravagant 
tld justly describe the brilliancy of 
the performance which Mme. Sembrich 
gave last night. Only those who saw and 
heard Patti at her best ever enjoyed such 
an exhibition of buoyant, bubbling comedy; 
display of gorgeous singing. As a 
Mme. Sembrich is without a peer 
on the operatic stage to-day, while the 
theatre cannot furnish her equal. Her 
every action seems to be spontaneous. Her 
face is a book Her gestures are eloquent 
And she fills her vocal werk with a subtle 
and infectious humor, when that is called 
for, and with gentle and touching sentiment 
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when that is required. The climax of her 
performance was reached in the rehearsal 
of the song in the second act, wherein her 
action, her delightfully humorous and vo- 
cally wonderful burlesque of the music, to- 
gether with her cadenza as she tore up the 
despised piece of music, carried the au- 
dience quite away. It is many a day since 
such a burst of enthusiasm as followed this 
has been heard in the Metropolitan Opera 
House. The audience seemed to realize 
then that it was present at a marvelously 
fine performance by the only living woman 
who could have given it.

TWO STEAMSHIPS SUNK. 
The Alfonso and Vilelva Collide Off 
Aveiro, Portugal—Nineteen 
Men Drowned. 

LISBON, Jan. 6.—The British steamer Al- 
fonso, which sailed from Newport on Dee. 
15 for Gibraltar, and the Spanish steamer 
Vilelva, both loaded with coal, collided on 
Saturday night off Aveiro, Portugal. Both 

vessels sank. 

Eighteen men of the British steamer and 
one man belonging to the Spanish ship were 
drowned.

CUBAN POSTAL TRIAL. 
Clerks Testify to Having Received Sur- 
charged Stamps from Neely. 
HAVANA, Jan. 6. Lanuza 
Desvernine reappeared as counsel for Estes 
G. Rathbone when the trial of the 
postal frauds was resumed to-day. At the 
opening of the court last Saturday Rath- 
bone was informed by the Judges that these 
counsel had withdrawn from the case. 
Moya and Mascara, stamp clerks, testified 
that they had received surcharged stamps 
from Charles F. W. Neely, without making 
record thereof; that they had sold them 
and had given the money received therefor 
to Neely. Moya said that Neely made no 
secret of these transactions, and that 
Neely’s clerks received this money when 
their superior was not present. W. H. 
Reeves, one of the defendants, was on the 
stand for three hours. The Fiscal examined 
him with regard to the paying of four dupli- 
cate warrants on the Post Office Depart- 
ment for the pay of employes in July, 1s8v9, 
when he was Deputy Auditor of Cuba. 
Reeves said that both sets of warrants 
had been paid, and testified that Neely 
told him he had cashed them. The Fiscal 
askea him if he had not, in a previous 
statement to the Court of First Instance, 
said that he himself had forged the en- 
dorsement to the warrants, He refused to 
answer this question. During the testi- 
mony Neely remarked that Reeves was 
getting himself into a tight place, and that 
if he would keepeon he would prove him,

CHAMBERLAIN DENIES THAT 
BRITISH TRADE IS IN PERIL. 


Says the Prospects Are Exceedingly 
Good—His View of Continental 
Anglophobia. 


LONDON, Jan. 7.—Speaking at Birming- 
ham last night, the Right Hon, Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, re- 
ferred to the hatred and jealousy of Great 
Britain entertained abroad, and denied that 
this was due to the existence of a par- 
ticularly wicked Government. 

“This is no new thing in history,” he 
said, ‘“‘and we must maintain our splendid 


isolation, surrounded and supported by our 
Colonial kinsfolk.”’ 

While fully admitting the necessity of 
finding new markets and keeping abreast 
of modern times and methods, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said he saw no sign of any immi- 
nent or preening danger to British trade, 
He added: 

‘* During the last five years we have en- 
joyed an absolutely unparalleled condition 
of trade, and for the future the prospects 
are exveutinaty ‘ood.”"

AMERICAN INDIANS’ ORIGIN. 


M. Bogoras, Ethnologist of Jesup Ex- 
ploration Party, Says Natives of 
This Country Came from Asia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 20.—Vliadimir 
Bogoras, ethnologist of the Jesup explora- 
tion party, who will soon return to New 
York to report upon the results of his in- 
vestigations in Kamchatka and neighboring 
regions, states that he found indisputable 
connection between the American Indians 
and the Paleo-Asiatic races on the Bering 

Sea coast. 

“This result,’ says Mr. Bogoras, “ should 
be sharply distinguished from the discovery 
of close resemblances between the Ameri- 
ean and Asiatic Eskimos. 

“The Indian and the Paleo-Asiatic lan- 
guages are similar in structure, and their 
mythologies present additional proofs of 
common origin. 

“T believe the Japanese to be ‘a mixed 
people—Mongols and Paleo-Asiatics. Con- 


cerning the peopling of America, I have. 


formed the hypothesis that this occurred 
at a period when _the Malay archipelago, 
the Philippines, Formosa, and the Japa- 
nese Islands either formed a continental 
peninsula connected with Kamchatka or 
an unbroken series of islands, and when 
Asia and Alaska were connected.’

Senator STRANAHAN’s bill amends the 
State tax law by adding a new article, 
which declares that a stamp tax of 50 
cents for each $100 of the indebtedness 
shall be paid on all real estate mortgages 
acknowledged or proved subsequent to 
March 1, 1902, such mortgages to be ex- 
empt from all other taxation, State or 
local. But the bill further declares that 
“the assessment, taxation, and exemp- 
tion of mortgages, the execution of Which 
is now or shall be acknowledged or 
proved prior to the Ist day of March, 
1902, and the bonds, notes, obligations, 
and debts secured thereby shall continue 
to be governed, notwithstanding 
thing in this article contained, by 
laws heretofore enforced.” 

It is evident, therefore, that Senator 
STRANAHAN’S bill applies only to mort- 
gages acknowledged after March 1 next, 
and does not alter the provisions of the 
law applicable to existing mortgages. 
They will continue to be subject to taxa- 
tion as heretofore, and on those which 
can be reached by the Assessors, perhaps 
10 per cent. of the whole, taxes will be 
paid. 

It is impossible to say whether the 
Governor's estimate of $3,000,000 a year 
is over or under the amount the new 
stamp tax will yield. We should say 
that the tendency of the tax would be to 
cause mortgage loans now due to be re- 
newed and acknowledged after March 1, 
in order to take advantage of the exemp- 
tion from all'taxes except the one-half of 
1 per cent. paid at the time of the record- 
ing. Certainly ail trustees now paying 
taxes on mortgages will make haste to 
have the loans recorded under the pro-

GERMAN TRADE CONDITIONS. 

The picture of the industrial and com- 
mercial conditions existing in Germany, 
given by the contributors to 
the Annual Financial Review of THE 
Times of Jan. 5, is extremely disquieting. 
That it is not more surprising is due to 
the fact that during the period of exag- 
gerated business and industrial activity 
which preceded the collapse last year of 
the bubble of apparent prosperity, those 
most familiar with the conditions exist- 
ing in that country were of the opinion 
that Germany was “riding for a fall.’ 
There was a great deal of recklessness in 
banking and promotion, too much re- 
liance on syndicate manipulation to cor- 
rect naturally adverse conditions, an 
overstimulation of speculative building, 
and too evident a desire to push a mo- 
mentary opportunity beyond the bounds 
of prudence. For several years every ef- 
fort had been 
and iron production of the empire to a 
total exceeding that of England, more 
for the satisfaction of the thing than 
because of any permanent advantage to 
result to Germany therefrom. The same 
was true in several other lines of manu- 
facturing. It may be the representative 
German took the typical Englishman a 
little too seriously, and attached more 
significance than he should to the cur- 
rent literature of trade depression in 
Great Britain, chiefly designed to im- 
press the British workingman with the 
unwisdom of pressing too far the advan- 
tage he has secured through trades-union 
organization. England's decline may 
have seemed to be Germany’s opportu- 
nity, but it was less so than it appeared 
to be, since it did not leave a vacuum to 
be filled by increased German exports. 
Moreover, the Englishman does not com- 
monly meet defeat “lying down.” The 
most serious competition for each was 
not that of the other, but with the ample 
resources and great enterprise of this 
country, with which neither has yet 
found the way to compete on terms of 
advantage. Fortunately for both, the 
competition most to be feared from this 
country has been held in check by the 
fact that the domestic consumptive de- 
mand has so fully absorbed production 
that we have not had the surplus for ex- 
port which would have administered the 
coup de grace to lines of manufacturing 
in which this country is prominent and 
most directly competitive with Europe. 
If the favorable conditions we are now 
enjoying last a few years longer, both 
Great Britain and Germany will adjust 
themselves to the new order and re-es- 
tablish their prosperity along the lines of 
their greatest natural advantages. That 
they will ever be able to compete with 
this country along the lines of our great- 
est natural advantages is scarcely to be 
expected. Théy lack the natural re- 
sources, and no amount of enterprise will

Germany is admittedly dependent in 
large degree upon her ability to negotiate 
favorable commercial treaties, and for a 
country in that position her economic 
policy is extremely unfortunate.

——It is a decidedly notable circumstance 
that, though the French bark which col- 
lided with the Walla Walla is smaller and 
lighter than that steamer, and, though the 
bark was seriously injured below as well 
as above the water line, her bulkheads 
stood the pressure brought against them 
and kept her afloat until port was reached. 
The Walla Walla, as it happens, also had 
bulkheads, five of them, to be exact. So 
far as known, her hull was not much more 
injured than was that of the Max, and 
both vessels were damaged in the same 
place, near the bows. Theoretically, the 
Walla Walla should not have gone down. 
But she did, and so quickly that it is evi- 
dent her bulkheads did not perform the 
service expected of them. Were they not 
strong enough, or were they not closed 
when the collision occurred or afterward? 
These are useless questions now, so far 
as the Walla Walla herself is concerned, 
but the answers to them, if any can be 
obtained, may be of future utility.

“Mr. Payne's attention was called to one 
or two interviews on the subject of Cuban 
reciprocity, and he wa eked if he was cor- 
rectly quoted. Mr. :. e replied that he 
had as yet express: » opinion upon the 
propriety or necessit if reciprocity with 
Cuba; that it Was a question that would be 
taken up by the Committee of Ways and 
Means in a very short time, and that hear- 
ings would be had from those desired to ap- 
pear before the committee on each side of the 
question, and after that the committce 
would determine whether it was best to 
have any reciprocity legislation or not. He 
was asked the question whether it wi: 
practicable to frame a bill before the Gov- 
ernment was established in May, and he 
replied that should the committee deter- 
mine to act, a bill could be framed at once 
which would avoid all Ce nstitutional diffi- 
culties and provide for reciprocity. 

‘“*Such a bill could provide that a certain 
lower rate of duty would be exacted upon 
goods coming from Cuba to the United 
States whenever the Government of Cuba 
should give to the United States a reduc- 
tion of duty below that accorded any other 
nation upon goods imported into Cuba from 
the United States—the fact that Cuba had 
passed such legislation to be determined 
by the President, and whenever he made 
proclamation of that fact, then the reduced 
duties under the Dingley law would go into 
effect, with a further proviso that should 
the Government of Cuba ever withdraw the 
concessions they had made, the President 
should proclaim that fact, and then the 
full Dingley duties should be enforced on 
goods coming from Cuba.” 

Gen. Grosvenor, (Rep... Ohio,) another 
member of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, took practically the same ground as 
the Chairman. Nobody was authorized, he 
said, to put him down as favorable to Cu- 
ban reciprocity. 

*‘ But,”’ he added, ‘I'm a pretty 
man, no matter 
man is that’s in the White House, and I 
should be inclined to consider any Admin- 
istration measure with a disposition to ac- 
cede to it if possible. Exactly what the 
Administration wants in this matter I don't 
know. Its proposition hasn't been set out 
yet. When that proposition comes before 
me, IT may have some views to express on 
Cuban reciprocity. I haven't any now.” 

It seems to be the prevailing opinion to- 
day that the Ways and Means Committee 
will endeavor to meet the wishes of the 
President, but nobody is authorized to 
promise that for the committee. There ts 
no question that the House would follow 
the committee, if it should recommend a 
Cuban reciprocity measure. The Senate 
undoubtedly would accept the general prin- 
ciple of such a measure, although it might 
wrestle with the House on the amounts 
to be taken off the Dingley tariff rates.

PHILIPPINE GOVERNMENT. | 


Plan for Temporary Management of Isl- 
ands—Representative Cooper's Bill 
Providing for Civil Rule. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 
(Rep., Mass.,) Chairman of the 
on the Philippines, will introduce to-morrow 
a bill for a temporary government of the 
Philippines. The bill does not attempt to 
establish a new form of government in the 
islands, but confirms the Presi- 
dent McKinley in creating a 
and ratifies the that 
under the instructions of the President. 
It also gives the President authority while 
there is armed resistance in any part of 
the islands to the United States to regu- 

late and control inter-island commerce. 

An appeal from the Supreme Court of the 
islands to the Supreme Court of the United 
States is provided in certain Mu- 
nicipalities and the City of Manila are au- 
thorized to borrow money and to issue 
bonds for municipal improvements. There 
are two sections which provide for the 
granting of franchises, so that individuals 
or corporations can go into the islands and 
construct electric or steam railroads and 
engage in industries and manuiactures. 
The granting of franchises is safeguarded 
by the provisions based on the corporation 
laws of Massachusetts. 

Provisions are embodied for 
a coinage system on the lines of Special 
Agent Conant’s report. The final sections 
of the bill make provisions for a banking 
system and authorize National banks of the 
United States to be established in the Phil- 
ippines. 

The Philippine revenue measure 
taken up before the full committee 
Thursday, and itis expected that an early 
report will be made to the Senate. Some 
minor amendments will be made, but none 
of a sweeping character. Members of the 
committee do not think there is any pros- 
pect of a reduction. of the duties on Philip- 
pine products coming to this country to the 
extent of 50 per cent. or 25 per cent., as has 
been suggested from different sources. 

Representative Cooper (Rep.) of Wiscon- 
sin, Chairman of the Insular Committee of 
the House, will introduce, probably to- 
morrow, a bill providing a system of civil 
government for the Philippines. The meas- 
ure is the result of extended conferences 
between War Department officials and 
Senators and Representatives interested in 
insular legislation, and it follows to a 
large extent the recommendations of the 
Philippine commission. 

Provisions regulating corporate fran- 
chises, establishing regulations for mining, 
timber, and land operations, and establish- 
ing the preliminary steps by which self- 
government shall be undertaken by the peo- 
ple of the islands are incorporated.

JOHN CHESTER O’BRIEN DEAD. 


Was a Brother of ex-Sheriff O’Brien— 
Well Known in Wall Street. 
Wall Street. 

John Chester O’Brien, a familiar figure 
in the financial district and about the 
Waldorf-Astoria and other up-town hotels, 
died at the New York Hospital yesterday 

of pneumonia after a very brief illness. 

Mr. O’Brien, who was a brother of ex- 

Sheriff James O’Brien, was born in the 
Murray Hill section of this city fifty-four 
years ago. He was educated in the public 
schools, and started to learn the machin- 
ists’ trade. But he tired of that and en- 
gaged in the book and stationery business. 
For several years he had a store on Broad 
Street, near Exchange Place. He was very 
popular with brokers and railroad men, and 
tor a long time furnished the New York 
Central, the Erie, and other railroad com- 
panies with abdut all the stationery they 
used. 
_ He retired with a handsome competence 
in 1870, and devoted his energies to specu- 
lation in Wall Street, with varying success. 
Only last week, while conversing with a 
friend at the Waldorf-Astoria, he told how 
in 1869 he bought a Stock Exchange seat 
for $900, and in the following year bought 
another for Charles Johnes for $3,000. 

Mr. O'Brien was on intimate terms with 
the late George I. Seney and ex-Senator 
Calvin §S. Brice, and with Gen. Samuel 
Thomas. He was considered an exception- 
ally good judge of securities, espec: 
those relating to the Vanderbilt system. 
lt is told of him that he could recount 
from memory the quotations of stocks at 
given dates, and he was frequently visited 
at the Gilsey House, where he lived for 
twenty-eight years, to decide wagers on 
Wall Street matters, 

Mr. O'Brien never married, and never 
tasted intoxicating liquors or tobacco. He 
caught cold while taking an automobile 
ride jast Tuesday, but did not complain of 
feeling ill until Saturday. He was down 
town on the morning of the latter day. 
In the afternoon he walked into the New 
York Hospital, where he secured private 
quarters, He grew rapidly worse, and died 
early yesterday morning. 

The funeral will probably take place fror 
51. West Thirty-third Street, where Mr. 
O’Brien recently had made his home. 


DEATH OF JOSEPH HARKER. 


Was a Friend of President Grant, Who 
Often Drove Behind His 
Fast Horses. 

Joseph Harker, once a prominent figure 
in Wall Street, died at his home, 210 Wa- 
verley Place, yesterday morning. He 
nearly eighty-years of age, having been 
born near Mullica Hill, N. J., on June 1, 
1822. Early in life Mr. Harker engaged in 
business in the South. In 1850 he opened 
an office at 54 Wall Street as a note bro- 
ker. During the ten years which followed 
he prospered and was reputed have 
amassed a fortune of several millions. 

At this period he became acquainted with 
the late Commodore Vanderbilt and many 
other leading financiers. He earned their 
friendship and was given the sobriquet of 
“Honest Joe" by Mr. Vanderbilt. This 
name clung to Mr. Harker throughout his 
Wall Street career. Mr. Harker was a Di- 
rector of the Hudson River Railroad be- 
fore its consolidation with the New York 
Central, and afterward of the combined 
corporation. He was a Director and mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company for 
years, and held stock in many important 
railway and steamship companies. 

His business as a note broker fell off dur- 
ing the civil war, and Mr. Harker suffered 
severely in the panic of 1S73, which left 
him with shattered fortunes. is late 
years were spent in private speculation, 
principally in mining stocks. 

Mr. Harker was one of the greatest lov- 
ers of trotting horses of his day. He pur- 
chased Maud S. for $40,000, and later sold 
her to William H. Vanderbilt for the same 
amount. He also owned the one-time fa- 
mous team Bruno and Brunette, behind 
which President Grant often rode, and 
many other speedy light-harness horses, 
including Lulu and May Queen. He parted 
with his stable many years ago. 

Funeral services were held at Mr. Har- 
ker’s late home last evening. To-day the 
body will be taken to Mount Holly, N, J., 
for burial. The deceased is survived by a 
widow, a brother, Aaron Harker of Vin- 
cennes, Ind., and two sisters, Mrs. George 
Moore of 202 West Fourth Street, and Mrs. 
James R. Bryan of Summerfield, N. J.

He 
did not practice law, but took a course in 
medicine in the College of the City of New 
York, being graduated in 18S. 

The following year he became resident 
physician and surgeon of the Brooklyn 
Hospital, where he remained for two years 
After that he practiced with Dr. Jasper 
Griswold in Manhattan.

Mrs. Vanderbilt 
was of Dutch ancestry and was a daughter 
of ex-Congressman John Lefferts of Flat- 
bush, where she was born in 1824.

Mr. Vanderbilt was at dif- 
ferent times County Judge, State Senator, 
and a candidate for election as Lieutenant 
Governor.

She was a friend of the ne- 
groes, organizing a society for ameliorating 
the condition, of the poor of that race in 
Brooklyn. During the civil war Mrs. Van- 
derbilt was an active worker in movements 
for the relief of sick and disabled soldiers. 
She was an acknowledged authority on the 
history of Kings County and wrote many 
articles on historic themes. 

During the iast part of her life Mrs. Van- 
derbilt took a deep interest in the Brooklyn 
Industrial School Association and Home for 
Destitute Children. The Gertrude Lefferts 
Vanderbilt Industrial School, established 
by Henry W. Maxwell at Throop Avenue 
and Ellery Street. was named in her honor.

THE WEST END _ | 
ASSOCIATION MEETS 


The West End Association, at its month- 
ly meeting held last night in the Hotel 
Endicott, indorsed the scheme of the 
Municipal Art Society for the improve- 
ment of the Columbus Circle at Eighth 
Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street. This 
scheme, which has already been described 
in the newspapers, contemplates the re- 
moval of the tracks from the centre of the 
area and throwing them into a circle. 
The circle of tracks is to be double and 
have space between them for an artistic 


arcade, giving shelter and convenience to 
— people ‘transferring to and from the 
cars. 

Assoclated in the scheme for changing 
the tracks tn the Circle is the elevation of 
the’'Columbus Monument on a higher pedes- 
tal, leaving room around it for a series of 
arches and a colonnade 80 feet in diameter. 
John De Witt Warner, President of the 
Municipal Art Society, with William L. 
Harris, Chairman of the society’s Commit- 
tee on Parks, and a number of other 
members of the organization were on 
to explain the scheme to the association. A 
number of speeches were made, and the 
motion of indorsement was carried amid 
applause. 

The association’s Committee on Taxation 
was empowered to go to Albany, and, while 
not directly opposing the proposed Strana-

a booming market. Saturday had seen a 


| strong close, and when Liverpool reported a 


shortage of stocks and consequent better 
prices there, and Paris sent better 
cables, there was an excited and higher 
opening. Offerings everywhere were scanty. 
The Northwest had liberal receipts, but 
prices there were high, Minneapolis report- 
ed a strong cash market, with millers buy- 
ing at only three-quarters to 1 cent under 
May prices. Cash, No. 2 red Winter sold 
here at S88, and at Kansas City at 
91 to 92 cents. May wheat at St. Louis 
touched 914g cents. Trade was very large 
large quantities late in the day were 
put on the market for profits. These were 
up readily, but only at rapidly in- 
creasing prices. 

There was a time about the middle of the 
session when business lulled, and the elec- 
tion of the President of the board was of 
more interest than the market. The out- 
side demand, however, kept up well, and in 
spite of the bearish influences of increases 
in shipments, the amount on passage and 
the visible supply prices took anpther — 
ward spurt.

FIRE DEPARTMENT’S SCARE 
Quick Relief Alone Supplies Fuel 
and Feed. 


Urgency Message of Mayor Low Moves 
the Board of Aldermen to Resolve 
Upon an Immediate Appropriation. 


Secretary William Leary of the Fire De- 
partment established a new record in mu- 
nicipal affairs yesterday. He got Mayor 


Low to write an urgency message to the 


Board of Aldermen, and then he obtained | 
from the board a unanimous vote putting | 


through a resolution appropriating $19,000 
for the use of the Fire Department without 
public letting. 

The necessity for this appropriation was 
discovered as soon as Commissioner Sturgis 
took charge of the department. 

“There was not coal enough aboard the 
fireboats to let them go out of their piers on 
Saturday night if the whole Hudson River 
water front Was on fire,’’’ said Secretary 
Leary yesterday. ‘‘ There was no hay or 
oats for the horses to eat, and there was 
no way we could get the stuff without a 
special appropriation. The whole city might 
burn yp in the twenty days we would be 
advertising for bids. I’m not telling what 
became of the coal and feed. All I can say 
is that the department hasn't got any on 
hand, and if it was not for Commissioner 
Sturgis we would be in a hard fix now."’ 

Mayor Low's message was read recom- 
mending that an appropriation for $10,000 
for fuel and $9,000 for forage be allowed to 
be spent without public letting. 

Alderman Sullivan said he would favor 
the resolution; he explained that taxpay- 
ers’ suits had prevented Commissioner 
Scannell from making the awards for sup- 
plies.

The resolution was adopted by acclama- 
tion, and Secretary Leary went away 
happy.

City CONTRACTOR'S LIABILITY.—The Court 


of Appeals has reversed an order of the 
Appellate Division which reversed a judg- 
ment dismissing the complaint in a suit 
brought by the company which owns the 
Holland House, at the southwest corner of 
Fifth Avenue and Thirtieth Street, against 
William P. Baird to recover damages for 
injuries to a vault in the hotel caused, as 
alleged, by the negligent blasting of rock 
in a trench which was being dug in Fifth 


Avenue by the defendant for the city. The 
contract between Baird and the municipal 
authorities called for the blasting of rock, 
and required it to be done according to the 
city ordinances. The occurrence com- 
plained of happened in August, 1897. The 


| damage to the vault was described on the 


trial by barbers employed in the hotel, and 
by a brush boy. While the trench was be- 
ing dug they ‘‘ heard a good many sounds 
as of blasting.’’ The brush boy, while not 
remembering the day, ‘“‘ heard one sound 
which impressed itself on his mind; it was 
a big blast.’’ None of the witnesses identi- 
fied Mr. Baird as the contractor, or as 
causing the blasts. A civil engineer testi- 
fied about explosives, but knew nothing 
about the quality of the rock in front of 
the Holland House. The Court of Appeals 
holds, by Judge Gray, that, under the cir- 
cumstances, Mr. Baird could only be held 
liable for injury to adjoining property from 
the jarring of the ground or concussion of 
the atmosphere, on proof that his 
was negligently performed. ‘“ The rule of 
law,’’ says Judge Gray, must, therefore, be 
considered as well settled in this court that 


| negligence is essential to be proved in such 
a case as this of consequential injury, in |

and without notice to it. A judgment of 
the Supreme Court setting the assignment 
aside has been affirmed by the Fourth 
Appellate Division. “It is said,’’ says Jus- 
tice Williams for the court, “ that it was 
the duty of the wheel company to make 
a general assignment, and making such as- 
signment without preferences evinced an 
honest purpose. he difficulty with the 
claim is that there was no duty imposed 
upon the wheel company to be dishonest, 
to cheat, or to defraud. The cases cited 
show that the plaintiff here had acquired 
practically a right to full payment of its 
claim before any other creditor was paid 
anything. This right the wheel company 
could not honestly deprive plaintiff of by 
the making and violating of promises relied 
upon by the plaintiff. The assignment, if 
permitted to stand, would deprive plaintiff 
of this right—this priority—and no duty im- 
posed upon the wheel company to make an 
assignment, nor the failure to make prefer- 
ences, could render the act of the wheel 
company in violating its promises, by the
